Date o f the o rigin o f the “ launch­ 
ing ceivmo ny” Is uncertain, but rec­ 
o rds tell ho w the ancient Egyptians 
blessed their ships as they entered tin* 
water, and the (» reeks and Ho mans 
are kno wn t« i have do ne likewise, us­ 
ing bo th wine and water. 
When the British ship. So vereign, 
was launched, in 148 8 , In tin* presence 
o f Henry VII, the vessel was unmed 
and ceremo nio usly blessed. 
We rend 
that “ a mitred prelate with attendant 
train o f .priests and cho risters, 
cr« >- 
7,lo r* in hand, with candle, ho o k and 
hell and ho ly water,” purtleipuhnl in 
the benedictio n. 
In Franc« * during tin* eighteenth and 
early part o f Ik» * nineteenth centuries, 
the launching ceremo ny was singular­ 
ly akin to the baptismal service fo r an 
Infant. 
This was especially so wlio ru 
merchant craft 
and 
fishing 
vessels 
were co ncerned.

and tin* parish priest usually o fficiated 
No t infrequently tin* ship’s go dparents 
were men* children.
